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ANECDOTES FROM FRANCE. 


German Soldiers Express Desire for 
Peace, 

A lieutenant and patrol of nine 
men of a Quebec battalion gave an 
object lesson on the western front 
recently, showing the value of care- 
ful scouting. The party went out 
into a haze lying in the low land be- 
tween the enemy lines and our own, 
and at a point about 300 yards from 
a German trench discovered six Ger- 
mans on outpost duty under the 
shade of some trees. The Quebeckers 
stalked the party. They captured 
three and killed others. After bring- 
ing in the prisoners, the lieutenant, 
feeling certain that the enemy, hav- 
ing heard the sound of firing, would 
investigate, took out the patrol again 
and concealed his men near the out- 
post. A second party of Germans 
appeared shortly afterwards, and in 
the fight that followed three of them 
were captured, one after sustaining 
severe wounds. 
was hit in this admirable bit of out- 
post warfare. 

German soldiers at Lens fired the 
following into the Canadian lines by 
the use of an aerial dart: 

“Dear Tommy: The German Tom- 


my sends you hearty greetings from | 


Lens. When will be there peace? 
Please reply.” 

That the rank and file of the 
enemy troops have a great longing 


for peace is confirmed by every pris- 


oner captured. One of their chief 
grievances is the failure of their 
higher officers to take risks.

Petroleum in Canada, 
According to Victor Ross in his 
book “Petroleum in Canada,” 
mercial petroleum was brought into 
existence in Canada in 1858 by J. H. 
Williams, of Hamilton, who was at- 
tracted by what was known as the 
“ovum beds” of Oil Springs. Be- 


com- | 


cause he was familiar with the dis- | 


covery of petroleum in the old 
world, Mr. Williams set about ex- 
tracting what he believed to be the 
same sort of naphtha as that produc- 
ed by the wells in Baku. His first 
effort took the form of a retort and 
the gum was boiled. This primitive 
attempt at distillation produced a 
comparatively light, irridescent li- 
quid. In the hope that he might ob- 
tain greater quantities by digging 
beneath the surface of the gum beds, 
he excavated a well, and found that 
the deeper he penetrated the earth 
the greater the yield. This was really 
the first oil well in America and was 
dug a year before Drake's well in 
Pennsylvania, 1859, although it did 
not pierce the limestone. 

The experiment attracted many 
persons to the field, and ten or 
twelve shallow well were opened 
at Black Creek, in the 
Oil Springs. It was not until Fe bru- 
ary, 1862, however, that what may 
be termed the first real oil well was 
drilled. 
of James Shaw, a poor photographer, 
who had lived in the vicinity for 
many years, and had been a close 


observer of the methods of the pros- |® 


pectors, With the old-fashioned 
spring pole worked by foot-power 
Shaw punched the cap of the upper 
vein of oil rock at a depth of 165 
feet at Oil Springs. 
a well that gushed thousands of gal- 
lons an hour and flowed for a com- 
paratively long period. 

Shaw received no permanent bene- 
ft from his discovery and is said to 
have died in poverty He was offer- 
ed $25,000 in gold for his property 
when the well began to flow, but de- 
clined all proposals and lived to see 
the day when it dwindled down to a 
‘‘pumper” of a few barrels a day.

Fruit for the Soldiers, 

Interesting figures as to. the 
amount of fruit to be sent to Can- 
ada’s convalescent soldiers in the 
hospitals overseas, by the Ontario 
Government, are given in the latest 
issue of The Fruit Branch Circular. 

Despite the great shortage of all 
fruits in Ontario, the Government 
has decided to send this year, about 
2,000,000 pounds, of which 800,000 
pounds will consist of canned fruits 
and jams. The consignment is being 
put up at the Vineland Experiment 
Station. Peaches will form the heay- 
iest pack, with a considerable quan- 
tity of plums and pears as well. 

This shipment wil be about 25 
per cent. in excess of last year’s and 
is due to the increased needs in 
Great Britain and France. 

The remainder of the shipment, 
some 1,200,000 pounds, or 27,000 
bexes. will be of apples and will be 
aargely put up by t!e Fruit Branch 
in Eastern Ontario. 

Owing to the embargo on all fresh 
fruit, these shipments will very likely 
constitute the only Canadian fruit to 
be sent overseas. 


King Charles a Saint. 


The lower house of convocation, 
by 65 votes to 26, passed a resolu 
tion moved by the Dean of Canter- 
bury, asking the upper house to con- 
sider a proposal that the name of 
King Charles, the martyr, should be 
reinserted as a_ black letter saint. 
Red letter saints, so cal -d from their 
names being printed in the calendar 
in red letters, are the chief saints, 
the black letter ones being those of 
minor importance, 


Trade Expansion in Guiani, 

The import and export trade of 
British Guiana in 1915 was valued at 
$24,810,668, compared with $20,- 
256,237 in 1914, an increase of 22% 
per cent, Both imports and exports 
contributed to this substantial gain 
in the colony’s trade, the former 


amounting to $8,796,247, an in-| 


crease of $1,130,717, and the latter 
to $16,014,421, a gain of $3,423,- 
714, or over 27 per cent. The growth 
of the export trade has been steady 
since 1912. In 19138 the increase 
was 22 per cent,, in 1914, 20 per 
cent,; and in 1915, 27 per cent,
